WASHINGTON, MAR. 30.—Dis- 


bursements totalling $1,697,337.41 
have been made by the food ad- 
ministration since its foundation 
on August 10, 1917. according to a 
statement filed with congress to- 
day.

in the 


grain corporation.

for February, the report shows, 
tptalleji $148,688.53. 


Out of the $50,000,000 invested 


in the grain corporation for the 
purchase and sale of wheat, flour, 
beans, etc., for the government and 
for the allies, $105,922.75 was dis- 
bursed during February for gen- 
eral expenses and $137,749.86 for 
storage and insurances. These ex- 
penditures, however, are covered 
by the corporation on the small 
differential charged between the 
purchase and sale so that the gov. 
ernment loses nothing m this oper- 
ation.

the French front between Moreuil 
nnd Lassigny along the southern 
edge of their salient in the Mont 
D'dier sector, but all have been 
brilliantly shattered by the stout- 
hearted French troops.
